Our geographical posi- 
tion makes this inevitable. We must 
not fail now. We are part of the 
formula for winning the war in the 
Pacific. Let’s stay on the job and 
finish the job. 


EXCERPTS FROM LETTERS TO M.B. P. 
FROM HAROLD F. PETERMAN 
AT SAIPAN 
7/7/44 


“It is rather a difficult task to write 
a letter of interest as the regulations 
(censorship) are real tight. I can tell 
you that I am quite well physically, 
and if I am able to survive the bites of 
millions of flies by day, and mosquitos 
by night, I may have a lot more 
ambition when living conditions are 
again improved. 

I assure you that when the time is 
ripe I will give you a more detailed 
account of events since last 1 saw you. 
I do hope Danny is still at Carson, 
and able to get home frequently. Give 
him my regards, and tell him I wish I 
were with him. Remember me to 
Larry, Waddleton, and Pat. I will 
write more of interest in the near 
future...” 


7/16/44 
“This is what I was unable to say 
when I wrote a short while ago. 1am 
on Saipan Island in the Marianas 
group. This isn’t far from Guam, and 
not too far from the damned Japs 
back yard. The Japs have been routed 
and sent into their graves, or a sea of 
death. Few are prisoners. They can 
give this place back to the Spanish 
who discovered it shortly after Cali- 
fornia in about 1526. It’s coral rock 
infested with mosquitos, flies, rats, 
lizards, snakes, and this all adds to the 
discomforts of fox hole sleeping, OF 
resting. a 
Will tell more when I see you in 
L. A. Now I hear the rattle of mess 
gear, which means food. So I'm clos- 
ing hoping you will write sometime 
soon. Regards to all.”
